Two Monroe County Surveyors referenced this corner on mid-1800s legal surveys, but no trace was found of a 
historical monument. The rebar was set by Matthew Badger in 2010 and has been accepted on all subsequent surveys of 
record. We accepted the rebar as the corner by common report.
